Editors Oonstitution: Desiring that my 
position on the bond question shal! not be 
misunderstood, I ask the favor that you pub 
lish the following amendments which 1 had 
the honor to submit to the Senate, and which 
were intended as amendments or additional! 
vections to each of the bills repudiating 
State bonds in the order indicated by their 
numbers. The more especially intended for 
the bill declaring the indorsed bonds of the 
Bronswick and Albany Railroad Company, 
bat were cut off by the call of the previous 
question by Hon. J.C. Nicholls. 

The remarks the Senate so patient) and s0 
kindly permitted me to submit, on Tuesday, 
were based on the first amendment proposed. 
and were not in the interest of the bond 
holders, but for the good name and credit of 
Georgia and the payment of such bonds ouly 
aa should be found to be legal and binding 
upon by her own Supreme Court

or —, Be it further enacted, That His 
Excellency, the Governor of the Btate, be 
and he is hereby authorizdd to receive propo- 
sitions from the boodbolders of issucs 
mentioned in this act, at what prices and 
upon What consideration they will surrender 
their said bonds and indorsed railroad bonds 
to be cancelled, and will finish and complete 
the roads, upon which said indorsed bonds 
were issued, and to report the same to the 
next Legislatare, with a view of completing 
said roads and saving the State from the in 
jury that may flow from hasty action in now 
repudiating said liabilities, and rendering com 
paratively ,valneless the millions of money 
already invested in said roads. 

Sec. —. Be it further enacted, That the 
Governor of this State in issuing the goid 
bonds of the Brunawick and Alabany Kail- 
road Company acted as the agent of the 
State only, and not by virtue of the sovereign 
power vested in him by the Constitution as 
Governor of the State. 

Except such bonds heretofore issued by 
this State, as shall be declared J the Su- 
preme Court of this State to be legal and 
valid and for the purpose of ascertaining this 
fact the holders of bonds of the State of 
Georgia may bring suit upon the same in the 
county of Fulton, in this Btate, and service 
of the same may be made by serviceupon His 
Excellency Governor for the time being, 
who is hereby directed and required to em- 
ploy competent counsel to defend such suits 
and the said suits 60 instituted shall proceed 
to judgment with all the rights of appeal, 
and writ of error upon the part of either 


party as in other cases under the laws of this 
Siete.

To the Members of the Legislature : 
GENTLEMEN—A bill haa been passe i, ‘wut 
afterwards reconsidered, in the Senate to take 
away a third of the land scrip beatowed upon 
the State University, and to confer the same 
upon the North Georgia Agricultural College 
at Dahlonega. 
Another bill has been introduced revoking 
another third of the same grant from the 
University and giving it to the AUanta negro 


College. 

Without taking into consideration the folly 
of frittering away the fund by dividing it 
among #0 many as to make it useful to none 
atall; without calling your attention to the 
fact that these institution, are neither of 
them in a condition to avail themselves of 
the scrip, unless the State aids them by fur- 
ther aopropriation; without, in short, enter- 
ing int a discussion of any of the numerous 
and sufficient reasons why the land grant 
should have been given to the Uaiversity, 
[ propose simply to present the matter to you 
asa bare, unincumbered question of justice, 
and [ do most earnestly and solemnly adjure 
you to give me a hearing. 

This disposition of the land scrip was 
made by Governor Smith in strict conformi- 
ty with the terms of the law, a law too, not 
yassed by any mongrel Bullock legislation, 
mut by the Legislature which met during 
Gov. Jenkins’ term, Gov, Smith was literal y 
compelled to dispose of the Grant as he did, 
in order to save it from forfeiture and rever- 
sion to the United States government. Now, 
having done this—having formally and legal- 
ly constituted the University proprietor of the 
whole amount, and the University having, 
through its authorized agents, formally ac- 
cepted it, and having acquired a vested right 
and tithe to the property, with what shadow 
of justice can the Legislature revoke the 
grant? With no more than they can repnuidi- 
ate their regularly issued bonds, or be guilty 
of any other ect of bad faith and violated 
honor. 

The Trustees of the University, assuming 
the disposition of the scrip to have been 
made in perfect conformity with the law, and 
never for a moment conceiving it possibile 
that the State would or could break its 
plighted word, bave gone on to organize 
more thoroughly* their department of agri 
culture and giechanical science ; bave elected 
new Professors; have compromised them 
selves in various Ways upon the very natoral 
hy pothesis that their tenure of this property 
was absolute and irrevocable. Will the State, 
ean the State, place these gentiemen in the 
attitude of trusting too implicitly in the good 
faith of the Commonwealth ? 

Think of this, gentlemen, before you act; 
and whatever you do, bear in mind that 
every other consideration must yield to 
that of J UsTice.

Hon. J. T. Burns offered a substutute enti- 
tied a bill to compensate grand and traverse 
jurors and bailiffs in this State. The com- 
pensation is fixed by the ordinaries at not ex- 
ceeding $2 per day, on the recommendation 
of the grand jury. Substitute adopted. 
Hon. J. A. Jervis moved to suspend the 
rulea and take up the House bill to amend 
the charter of the Lookout Mountain Rail- 
road, which prevailed. The bill was amend- 
ed and passed. 

Hon. Geo. Hillyer moved to suspend the 
rules to introduce a bill proposing an amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 

The General Assembly had passed bills de- 
claring null and void certain railroad bonds, 
illegally issued.

1872, declaring the State’s non-liability upon 
the same.

ALABAMA AND CHATTANOOGA RAILBOAD 
BONDS. 

Mr. Graham, of Dade, offered the follow- 
ing bill: 

“To declare the indorsement of th®State’s 
guaranty on the bonds of the Alabama and 
Chattanooga Railroad Co ny under act of 
March 20, 1870, null and void, and to pruhibit 
the Governor, Treasurer or any other officer 
of the State from paying the ‘principal and 
interest thereon.” 

Mr. Graham claimed that the indorsement 
of the bonds by the Governor was upauthor- 
ized and unconstitutional, for the Constitn- 
tion requires that the State shall have a prior 
lien on all railroads constructed within ber 
limits, whereas the State bad a lien on only 
that portion of the road within the « > 
ate limits of the State, yet the entire road be 
longed and was under the control of one 
company. The act was unconstitutional be- 
cause it authorized the Governor 
w édodorse second mortgage bonds. 
The tegislation of our Dtate was in 
conflict with the previously acquired rights 
of individuals po the prior legislation of 
Alabama, wherein stich legislatieg was un- 
constitutional. The Constitation of the State 
required that she have the first or prior lien 
on railroads whose bonds she had indorsed, 
which was not the case in this instance. In 
conclusion, he movede that the bill offered 
by himself, be adopted as a substitute for 
thatof the Bond Committee. 

Mr. McMillan thought the seizare of the 
road by the State authorities displaced the 
lien of the State of Alabama. While he did 
not believe the argument of the gentleman 
from Dade was legally sound, it was never- 
theless very plausible, and he would move to 
recommit the question to the Bond Commit- 
tee. The fact of the opposition to the report 
of the Committee, he suspected, was prompt- 
ed by the interest of the cruditors of the 
road. 

Mr. Hall hoped the motion to. recommit 
would not prevail. This subject was delayed 
for the purpose of allowing interested par- 
ties to prepare an argument in their favor, 
which they promi tw deliver before the 
Committee, had failed to do so. 

The motion to recommit prevailed. 


TRIBUTE TO HON. CHARLES J. JENKINS. 


Mr. Cumming introduced the following 
resolutions and moved their adoption : 

Whereas, The Hon. C. J. Jenkins, when 
expelled by usurpers from the office of Gov-

Whereas, Gratitude to a great and 
man, deference to the feelings of of the peo- 
ple of Georgia, and the encouragement of 
patriotism and virtue in the generations to 
come, alike render it good that we should 
make and put in imperishable form a recog-

Now, Mr. Speaker, I shall lay down a few 
propositions, and I trust that I may uiscuss 
them dispassionately, and 1 hope that every 
man who disagrees with me may note an) 

mistake I make, and if lam wrong, I am still 
open to conviction. 

The first proposition which I shall lay 
down is, that the experience of a!] the States 
has satistied statesmen that railroads canno' 
be run to advantage by the government. 
They breed corruption, and always entail 
loseca on the State. The history of the coun- 
try is full of lessons on this subject. Many 
fin wisest men have gone so far as t» 
affirm that a State bad better give to a safe 
private company, # railroad owned by the 
State, than to undertake to operate it by State 
officials. Kven in the better days of 
our own Commonwealth, our wisest men, 
with all their ability, said that the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad ought to be leased or 
wid. The most emphatic utterances on this 
subject were mate by Uoe great men: 
Governors Towns, Howell Cobb and Her 
sche! V. Johnson, and they were made under 
the most solemn sanction of their officia! 
messages to the Legislature. Is that propo- 
sition correct? Did those great and good 
men, only one of whom to-day lives to illus- 
trate the past bistory of our Btate, see, o1 
foresee, the great evil that would result from 
this road being kept in the hands of State 
officials, or, in other words, in the hands of 
politica. 

{ will not read from Governor Towns’ mes- 
sage, in 1850 ——*, but simply refer as a cor- 
rect principle, that he stated that it was 4 
very doubtful question whether the Btate, as 
long as it managed it, would ever make 
it and whether it would not 
always be a source of corruption 
and be managed to suit the political biases of 
the different Governors who came into office. 
i do not quote his language, but the lan- 
guage of others, I desire to quote, aud, how- 
ever much reflection, and however many in- 
sinuations may be thrown out against the last 
Legislature—l mean upon the Democratic 
minority in that Legislature—the men that 
sroposed and passed this measure, I take it 
for granted that no member of this House 
will so far forget himself, so far forget his 
own respect, sv far forget the glorious me 
ry in which the State holds Howell Cobb, tw 
disregard the advice that he may have given 
in the betier days of the Republic, when 
temptations were not like they have been in 
the last seven years. 

What did he say in 1854? 

After arguing ugainst the State’s keeping 
and attempting to run this road, and giving 
the various plans that were suggested—one to 
sell it; another to put it in the Lands of com. 
missioners, and opposing both on the ground: 
that he thought the Stave ought to keep i, 
but not put it in the hands of commissioners 
because, if they were elected by the State 
only for a term, there would be the same ob 
jectionable features which he was urging 
against its management by the Governors 
themselves. ‘There would bethe same inex 
perience—the same want of knowledye—the 
game want of acquaintaince with the work 
ings of this great enterprise. 

In his message, in 1853, are these words. 
You have read them before. They are words 
of wisdom, and 1 want you to mar& theui 
well: 

“Whatever may be thought or said about 
making governmental offices political posi- 
tions in other departments, it will not an 
swer in the management of railroads or siini- 
lar State enterprises. Such a policy is con- 
demned both by reason and experience, aud 
can never be resorted to without endanyger- 
ing the pub.ic interest. This truth 1s 50 
clearly illustrated in the history of every 
State work when the policy has been adopted 
that I do not believe the experiment will 
again be made in our own State. The other 
vbjection is of a more serious character, It 
grows out of the changes in the management 
of the road incident to the frequent change 
in the executive office. 

“In view of these difficulties, I submit to 
your consideration another plan for the dis- 
posal of the road—one which will secure the 
great objects to be attained: First, the re 
tention of the State’s interest in the road ; 
second, a uniform and permanent system for 
its management; and third, a ccrtain and re- 
liable revenue from it. 

It is to lease the road under an act of in- 
corporation. Letacharter be granted with 
a capital of five hundred thousand dollars, in 
shares of a hundred dollars each. ‘The char- 
ter should provide that the company should 
make semi-annual payments to the State, and 
that the first failure should tpso facto work 
its forfeiture.” 

As the bill itself, if not the motive of the 
bill, has been attacked by the gentleman from 
Richmond, (Mr. Sneed) and may be attacked 
by ,others, right here let me invite your at 
tention to certain points of correspondence 
between the plan Governor Cobb mapped 
out and the bill under which the road is now 
leased. Mark it. One of the strong points 
the enemies of the lease make is that the 
Governor is required, under the lease act, to 
seize this road at the end of so many days, 
after the failure of this company to pag its 
twenty-five thousand dollars monthby rental, 
is evidence of fraud and was inserted for the 
benefit of the lessees. Did Governor Cobb 
nineteen years o anticipate that Gov- 
ernor Brown, Ben. Hill and Judge King and 
their associates in the lease would get ii, did he 
make that suggestion in order that an inex- 
perienced Legislature in 1870 should adopt 
his advice for their benefit? Could it have 
been expected of a member as young and in- 
experienced as myself, and of a Legislature 
as inexperienced as the one of 1868, 1869 and 
1870, when our wisest men were shackled 
with disabilities, that we should have more 
wisdom and statesmanship than Howell Cobb 
whose memory and whose great public ser- 
vices this House has just recognized by hoist-

this great statesman, but under the grave ap- 
prehension th«t Governor Bullock, disregard- 
ing bis oath of office, as he often did, might 
let it out to favorite but irresponsi‘le parties, 
who might run it for months, perhaps years, 
pocketing all its earnings without paying a 
dollar into the Treasury until the road was 
completely ron down. Hence I made it ob- 
ligatory upon the Governor, upon the very 
first failure to pay, to seize the road, return 
it to the State, and sue the lessees on their 
bond for damages. 
Another thing which I believe the distin- 
guished gentleman from Richmond dwelt on 
with a great deal of emphasis: 
As abadge of fraud in this bill is that it re 
quired an eight million dollars bond. Oh! 
what an outrage! Whata terrible outrage, 
that I should have put that in the bond which 
would keep such men as Foster Blodgett and 
his type, from coming in and seizing the 
road! That fs a badge of fraud! Let me 
say to the gentleman from Richmond, that if 
this is a frand, only the member from Floyd 
is responsible for the fraud, for it was inserted 
against the earnest advice of the man against 
whom he hurls bis most terrible anathemas. 
Joseph E. Brown! He said it was enormous! 
But said that this great enterprise was in 
peril and the good people of the State will 
hold me responsible if it falls into irresposi 
ble hands, and hence I put the bond high, and 
I required the bondsmen to qualify to a very 
large amount. I felt great apprehension in 
reference to this road. I kept posted in ref- 
erence to the doings of parties inside and out- 
sidé¢ of this Legisiature. I found that meas 
ures were being concocted for the purpose of 
gutting this road. One .measure had 
already been introduced tinio the Sen- 
ate to sell this road tw 28 set of 
Northern adventurers. ‘There mar 
have been a few Southerners incinded i. it. 
dou’t know. If there were, \iicyv were ain- 
ply scallawags, that’s all. Waust owas thar 
measure? That measure was to sell ties roa. 
to this set of Northern adveniurera, fur the 
sum of $5,000,000, and the same act aliowed 
that same company to issue $9,000,990 cf 
mortgage bonds, against the road, and the 
State should take $5,000,000 of those bonds 
in full payment of the road, actually giving 
them $4,000,000 of bonds to take it, and is 
wasonly by virwe of a few wholesome 
threats of violence that they were induced 
to withdraw it. They openly boasted thas 
they had $100,009 to bribe the Legislature to 
carry it throug The Finance Committee 
hed recommended a bill to appropriat 
: 9 to put the road in safe running 
condiuon. Another bill was introduced by 
Bryant, of Richmond, authorizing Bullock 
ta leave it toacertain sctof men, naming ev- 
ery one of them, a majority of whom were 
Northern speculators, for the term of thirty 
years, Without fixing any minimum price for 
it, none! And if at any time, during that 
thirty years, said company shouid see proper 
to pay $5,000,000 for this Western and At 
lantic It. Lt., the Governor should be require: 
to execute to them good and sufficient title to 
the Btate’s whole interest in this road, an 
that the State should be required to take he: 
bonds at par in payment thereof. The evi- 
dence of some of the committees shows that 
Kimball and others, at that time, were 
liypothecating Georgia bonds from 30 to 35c 
in the doilar, so that this great work which 
was worth $10,000,000, might have been 
bought then for a mere song I say these 
were the extraordinary circumstances that 
surrounded the Democrats in the Legislature, 
and induced them to introduce and pass this 
bill. Judge ye whether they did right and 
acted patriotically, or whether, as the intima- 
tion is thrown out here, they acted simply in 
the interest of a set of lessees whom the op- 
ponents of this measure denounce as scoun- 
dre's. 

Now let us see what Cobb savs further: 
“The amount required to be paid by the Com- 
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cent. on the capital invested by the State, 
which might be estimated at $5 000,009." 
Gov, Towns, his immediate predecessor, and 
Gov. Brown, one of his successors, never ¢s- 
timated the original cost of construction al 
over $4,000,000, and the $300,000 now paid 
auvually, is over seven per cent. on 
cost. “The charter should be for a 
limited time, and perhaps twenty five years 
would be sufficiently long.” There is another 
badge of fraud! I put it twenty years! That 
yreat statesman who dwindles into insignifi- 
cance, in the presence of some of the states- 
men of this present Legislature, said twenty- 
tive years: “The company should be required 
to return the road at the expiration of the 
lease in as good condition as when they re- 
ceived it.’ That is in this bill: “The im- 
provements which the increased business of 
the road would require them to make would 
afford reliable guarantee upon this point. Ono 
the other hand the State should agree to pay 
the company for any increased value given 
to the road by the improvements made by 
them.” 

Mark it, sir! This clause was stricken out 
of this bili. They are bound te return the road 
in as good condition as they received it, but 
they receive not one dollar from the State 
Treasury for any improvements that they 
put upon it, Cobb thought that was fair. 
“Provisions should also be made to protect 
connecting roads.” That provision is made. 

“I beg leave to report that the adoption of 
this policy will insure a uniform and perma- 
nent system in the conduct and manage- 
mentof this great work. It will be brought 
under the opcratioa of private enterprise and 
individual! interest sacrificing the investment 
of the State. * * * And finally insure 
the regular receipt into the Treasury of at 
least two hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
per annum.” The present lease contract 
“ensures the regular receipt into the Treas- 
ury” of three hundred thousand dollars per 
annum in addition to the interest on every 
m »nth’s rental. 

That is not all. Let us bring on the stand 
a new witness—a noble “old Roman,” wise, 
pure, patriotic, who still lives to illustrate 
Georgia, whose wise counsel and good deeds 
fill many of the brightest pages of. her his- 
tory. Will you respect his judgment, or will 
you charge him like you charge the whole of

Now analyze the statement of profits made 
lyy Governor Johnson, and it will be seen 
while it is put down as net profits, that the 
disbursements show that nearly the whole of 
i. was expended in keeping up the road, and 
ye it further remembered, that just before 
Governor Johnson came into office, that over 
six huudred thousand dollars had been ap 
propriated out of the State Treasury to place 
the road in proper repair, Even then he 
found it in bad condition, and, according to 
his Superintendent's report, he left over one 
hundred thousand dollars in debt. The mes- 
rage of his immediate successor shows that

W hat is the amount of net earnings left in 
the Treasury after subtracting the hundred 
thousand dollars of liabilities against the 
road created under the adminisiration of 
General Johnson? It is $237,353 89 for 
the four years of hie administration. 

How much is that per anoom? It is $59,- 
$38 46. This was probably the first revenue 
the road ever paid into the State Treasury. 

Now let us look what the appropriations 
fromthe State have been made to keep the 
road in repairs,and what amount of incomes 
it has paid into the Treasury since its comple. 
tion in 1850. Ilere I propose to speak from 
the records. 

The Western and Atlantic Railroad was 
completed early in the year 1850, and turned 
over to the Superintendent, new and in good 
running order. Since that time the follow- 
ing appropriations ‘and payments have been 
made from the State Treasury to keep up 
the road, and the following payments have 
been made in the Treasury : 

Fourth December, 1851, money was ap 
propriated to pay for a lotof iron for the 
road, which the calculation shows amounted 
to $139,200. 

Twelfth January, 1852, $525,000 was ap- 
propriated. 

Twelfth March, 1866, an appropriation was 
made of $1,500,000. 

Thirteenth March, 1866, an appropriation 
was made to pay for rolling stock purchased 
under the administaation of Governor James 
Johnson, which amounted on settlement to 
$472,944 66. 

There have been paid out of the 
Treasury, on account of claims against the 
Western and Atlantic Railroad, chiefly 
sudited by the auditing commmitee, ay 
pointed by the lease act, as a corrected report 
of the Comotroller General will show, $453,- 
044 up to the first of January last. 

Since the lst of January last, $4,572 56 
have been paid and there are $12,000 of 
audited claims that will have to be paid. 

The bond committee states that they found 
in New York that the sum of $609,000 had 
been paid by Clews & Co. out of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of State bonds to drafts 
made by Bullock and Blodgett on account of 
the State Road. The evidence of Clews 
shows that he sent to Bullock, at Washing- 
ton, at one time of this money $10,000, and 
at another $20,000. Can anybody doubt that 
Bullock used it there as a corruption fund? 

In 1862, change ills, redeemable in cur- 
rent bank notes, amounting to $89,068 20, 
were issued by the road upen a portion of 
which suit is pending in Tennessee, and thus 
far, the decision of the courts has been in 
favor of their payment. A large batch was 
also issued in the — 1863, but being no 
report of that year before me, I cannot give 
the amount.

Judge Hee-e comes up nobly here, 
after an exhaustive investigation, and relieves 
the Legislatuge, and says that its policy was 
wise. What elise does he say? “That your 
company was entirely reliable” Ie had no 
doubt about the reliability of the company 
to the Btate. 

What elise? “That it harmonized all the 
railroad Interests of the State.” 

Is there a man upon this floor, is there a 
man within the sound of my Voice, or within 
the limits of Georgia to-day that is not iuter- 
ested in some railroad or other directly or in 
directly. And he says'that this present lease 
contract harmonizes them al. Whiat else? 
Now he comes to the point. “This examina- 
tion * * did not elicit anvthing un- 
favorable to your wing of the company ip 
procuring the jease.” But the charge is that 
the {Brown-King wing had already bribed 
and had the iease certain, if that charge is 
correct, and his wing did have Bullock 
bound to give them the lease and there was 
such an immense fortune in it, why did they 
take in the Hill wing, which composes haif 
of the present board of lessees to share this 
great fortune. Answer the querry if you 
can? 

; Further, I have feit*inclined (though I did
